IT WAS A PITCHED BATTLE.

“0ld Chureh® and “*New Church*
Cnme Together in n Saloon,

From the testimony andduced at the
hearing In the Elm street riot cuse at
Alderman Millar's office Inst night, it
would appear that a more serlous com-
flict oocurred than was at fivet sup-
posed,

On the night of July §, Z. Lopotyner,
Daniel Langowski and ten or twelyve
others helonging to a factlon which
during the Polish church troubles was
known as the anti-Aust element, were
golng past the saloon of Joseph Zul-
rofskl, on Elm street, which iIs the
headquarters for the other faction,

SBome parties sitting on the porch of
the saloon made some Insulting ve-
marks to the passcrs-by and after a
consultation on the corner the insulted
crowd decided to return to the saloon
and find out who had ealled them
names, Fifteen of the “old church peo-
ple"” were In the back room of the
saloon and when the “new church”™
crowd came in there was, as may be
belleved, several assortments of bother,

Lopotyner made his sscape through
a back window and called tha patrol
wagon., Two of the old church cemwd
and Danlel Langowskl were arrested,
Later six of the “old churchmen' ware
arrested on warrants Ilssued by Lopoty-
ner et al., charging them with engag-
Ing In a riot. Six out of the eight gave
ball for their appearmnce at court.
